Up to 195^, the government propaganda, as far as the economic sector is concerned, 
gave more importance to the Industry and less to agriculture. By the middle of 
195^i the economic policy of the Albanian government turned towards agriculture 
mainly, but without ignoring the industrial development completeily. 

Since the period of the industrial development, an important number of young Aftft 


peasants (farmers) and craftsmen moved to the towns and other places where big 
productive constructions were carried out( like MATI, etc). 

Later, and specially in 1955, with the changes of the economic policy, part of 
these men were reused from their jobs Host of the refchased personnel were 
ex-farmers caning from villages, and a few of them came from towns. Most of the 
released workers who came from villages, instead of returning to their village 
remained in towns seeking onployfcment( technicians, auto-drivers, etc); some 
of them who returned to th^E‘Siea|{Qflm iiiiot like to work as farmer any more; 
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They had bee one craftsmen and they prefered to work as masons, carpenters, etc. 
Their persistence to remain in towns is due to the fact that they were accustomed 
to the comfortable life of the town, and in this way they hated to return to the 
miserable life of the village.
